Will Support the Parish Plant 


‘the Government would collapse 


ERE I to suggest, without | 
a little explanation, that 
every-ware-earner should 
give a minimum of thirty- 
five cents to the Sunday 
Collection, would I not 
be considered a hard- 
hearted hold-up? But if 
I were to remind the wage-earner, 
young man or old lady, married man 
or married lady, that 35¢c the Sunday 

is only 5c a day, the smallest amount 
he or she spends on anything else, 

would this married man or lady not 
be more lenient towards me’? Your 
street car fare, your cigar, your shoe 
shine, your candy, your ice cream or 

Coca-Cola each costs more than that. 

Trivial as is 5c the day, if you belong 

to a parish having 500 families, or 

1000 wage earners, and half of this 
number gave the equivalent of A 

day, and the other half the equivalent 

of 7c the day, or 50c the Sunday, the 
grand total would be $425.00 the Sun- 
day or $22,200 the year. Think of it 

You, who probably had the impression 
that your pastor calls for too much 

Money, could meet all his require 

ments, if you, together with a]! other 
men and ladies earning money, gave 
on Sunday the sum resulting weekly 
from Se or 7e the day offerings.

ing approbation. There is only one 
principal disadvantage, and it is that 
the people of large means often pay 
no more for their seat or seats than 
the poor. Of course, this unfairness 
can be adjusted where, in addition, 
there is a Monthly Collection. As a 
matter of fact, however, wealthy 
Catholics seldom do their duty to the 
Church. This should not be accepted 


as an excuse by those of limited 


}means to withhold paving what is ex- 


pected of them. On the contrary 
since we are rewarded for our motive 
and good will in giving, we should al- 
ways be “the cheerful giver whom God 
loves.” If others do not do as much 
as they should, they will be the losers. 
You have often heard it aaid, and 
nothing is so plaustble, that he who 
gives to the Church, lends to the’ 
Lord, Who pays big interest.

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WHEN YOU MAKE YOUR WILL. 


Says Dr. Coakley, a priest of Pittsburgh, with whose 
writings Our Sunday Vi readers are quite familiar: 
“Last year 9,000 Catholic persons died in the Diocese of 
Pittsburgh. Out of the 9,000 it is doubtful if 9 of them left 
anything at all to any charity in their wills. Suppose each of 
these 9,000 had left the De Paul Institute the paltry sum of 
$100! Surely this is not much after a lifetime of savings, 
with Death, Judgment, Heaven and Hell staring us in the 
face. The result would have been $900,000.” 

Cardinal Manning said: “A will in which God is not re- 
membered is a bad will.”” No areument should be needed to 
make this plain to a man of faith, because common fairness 
demands that we exhibit at least slight appreciation for bene- 
fits bestowed on us by the Heavenly Father. The greatest 
interests of Almighty God in this world are those of a reli- 
gious character. He yearns for the spread of the faith, for 
facilities for divine worship, for the proper instruction of the 
little ones. Christ Himself tells us that He is represented by 
the poor. 

It has been frequently shown that the generality of Cath- 
olics give less than 2% of their earnings to Religion, while 
God’s own stipulation, when He legislated directly in behalf 
of the support of Religion, was 10%. Catholics of great wealth 
do not give anything like 2%, while they must give all the way 
from 8 per cent to 32 per cent to the United States Govern- 
ment in the form of taxes. 

We would have no Church Support Problem, outside of 
Jocal parish institutions, if all our people who make a will (and 
everyone should make a will) left only a little to the parish 
school, to institutions of the diocese, to the Home and Foreign 
Mission Boards, etc. 

Non-Catholics have the impression that Catholics are 
actually “bled” for the support of their clergy and religious 
institutions, while, as a matter of fact, our wealthy people are 
hardly touched, arid those of middle class are called upon for 
little outside of Pew Rent and Church Collections. There is 
scarcely a parish even of 100 or 200 families which should not 
receive a neat sum annually from the members who die with- 
in the year. When people pay $2300 and $400 for a casket and 
funeral services, and spend $100 or $200 for a grave stone, 
they could also leave $100 or $200 to the parish church, 
which meant so much to them in their battle for eterna! sal- 
vation. 

If every one who could afford it( and everyone who 
makes a will could afford it) would leave only $50 or $100 to 
the Missions, think of the aggregate sum which would be real- 
tized throughout the United States! 

We often wonder why people do not do this even from a 
selfish motive, viz., to draw down God’s blessing on the little 
or big fortune which they leave to relatives. If “charity be- 
gins at home,” then every one should wish to merit for his 
own soul by a departing alms-giving, which is one of the 
highest forms of penance. as well as a dividend-earning in- 
vestment.

it is strange that they must be reminded of it. It should be 
their first thought. 

While talking about wills and bequests to Religion, it is 
in place to remind Catholics that it is better not to leave mo- 
ney for Masses by will. In the first place, relatives often wait 
until the execution of the will before having the Masses said, 
when they should be said at the earliest possible moment. 
There should be within the family an understanding that a 
certain number of Masses will be engaged by the surviving 
members for those who depart first, immediately after death. 
In large parishes the pastor will not be able to say the Masses 
close together. Arrangements could be made with him to 
have some of the Mass Intentions forwarded to priests who 
can say them soon.
